There  are  few  who  haw*  not  < 
wShhed  that  they  might  cut  away  all 
cais^and  woo  do  not  often  long  for  tba 
freedom  bom  every  care  which  they 
are  wont  to  regard  as  the  very  crown 
of  ihnmaa  happireas.

Intelligent  Feeding  for  Milk. 
Last  winter's  rations  were  fresh 
irsh  hay,  out  early,  (varying  from 
fowl  meadow  to  coarse  sedge)  and  a 
little  yellow  corn  hnsks,  with  Tour 
pounds  each  of  wheat  brau  and  cottou 
meal,  to  each  cow.  This  winter, 
one  fourth  of  the  hay  is  replaced  by  a 
little  rowan  or  low  grade  English  hay, 
with  4  pounds  wheat  bran,  3  ponnds 
cotton  seed  meal,  and  2  pounds  corn- 
and-cobxaeal,  divided  into  two  messes. 

1  feed  twice  daily.  Beginning  at  5  a. 
m.,  the  cows  are  kwpt  eating  until  full — 
about  8.30.    They  are  watered  about 

I,  while  eating,  as  I  think  they  drink 
better  during  feeding  time,  than  after 
waiting  awhile.  In  tho  aftorooon  1 
begin  feeding  at  S.15 ;  water  at  4,  and 
am  through  feeding  at  6  o'clock. 
Grain  in  the  morning  is  given  an  hour 
before  watering,  with  a  hltle  salt  in  it ; 
afternoon,  grain  after  watering,  with- 
out salt.  I  feed  tho  best  hays  first, 
ending  with  the  poorest.  I  woidd  in- 
crease the  amount  of  grain  rather  than 
lessen  it,  with  so  much  poor  fodder,  al- 
though this  gives  me  very  good  results. 
My  good  English  bay  is  marketed  at 
better  results  than  it  would  bring  in 
I  raise  a  number  of  calves 
each  year  lor  my  own  use,  and  the 
winter  fodder  is  almost  wholly  cheap 
hay  To  young  stock,  varying  from 
six  months  lo  first  calving  time,  I  givo 

2  pounds  of  wheat  bran  aod  2  ponnds 
of  cotton  seed  meal,  (or  oil  meal  is 
about  as  good)  a with  what  bay  thoy  will 
eat  np  clean.  The  younger  tho  ani- 
mals, the  more  grain  according  to  their 
size  (containing  the  bono  and  muscle 
farming  material  lacking  in  tho  poor 
hay)  they  will  need  to  keep  thorn 
growing  satisfactorily. — [FrankWhoel- 
er,  Middlesex  county,  Mass. 


The)  Uoe  Of  Firmer  Rings. 

While  there  is  a  touch  of  barbarism 
in  wearing  rings  on  the  fingers  yet  the 
civilized  band  has  so  long  been  adorn- 
ed by  them,  that  it  would  look  plain 
ihed  without  its  hoops  of 
gold.  Tho  ancient  Romans  wore  the 
ring  on  the  joint  just  under  the  nail. 
The  Hebrews  wore  it  on  the  right  h\od 
The  Greeks  wore  their  rines 
on  the  fourth  finger  ol  tbe  left  hand. 
In  Pliny's  time  tbe  betrothal  ring  was 
an  iron  hoop,  set  with  a  loadstone 
stead  of  a  gam. 

Tbe  Roman*  were  even  greater  slaves 
to  fashion  lhaa  wo  of  tbe  present.  Thoy 
had  winter  and  summer  rings,  tbe 
weight  and  color  of  tbe  ring  being 
adapted  to  the  season.  Tbe  Greeks 
wore  weekly  rings, which  were  charms, 
always  intaglios  and  cameos, 
rings  were  also  in  one  a- 
mong  tho  Romans. 

Seal  rings  were  heirlooms  and  of 
great  valoe  in  bosioess  transactions. 
Tbe  wedding  ring  is  oi  great  antiquity. 
It  is  a  common  thing  to  find  wives  who 
have  been  married  a  lifetime  yet  never 
had  allowed  tbe  wedding  ring  to  slip 
over  the  joint .  It  Is  considered  unlucky 
to  take  it  off.  To  lose  It  indicates  mis- 
fortune.

It  is  one  of  the  most  remarkable  of 
phenomena  that  thn  first  bank  ever  es- 
tablished won  a  success  un equaled  in 
later  times.  Thn  Bank  of  Venice  had  its 
origin  in  1171,  from  a  forced  pnblio  loan, 
raised  to  fit  ont  a  fleet,  and  ia  the  first 
appearanoo  of  a  pubho  landed  debt 
Every  citizen  was  obliged  to  contribute 
the  one-hnndretii  part  ot  his  possessions. 
The  persons  assessed  were  then  organ- 
ised as  a  Chamber  of  Lords  for  thoir 
common  protection  and  for  the  receipt  of 
the  yearly  interest  of  four  per  centum. 
Subsequently  its  creditors  were  per- 
mitted to  transfer  thoir  claims  in  wholn 
or  in  part  The  government,  finding 
that  these  transfers  were  in  demand,  re- 
duced the  rates  of  interest  nntil  no  in- 
terest was  paid.  Afterward  it  sold  cash 
inscriptions  of  credit  on  its  books. 
These  inscriptions  cost  gold,  but  were 
not  convertible  into  gold.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  although  termed  a  bank,  its  is- 
sues were  government  paper,  and  its 
business  was  carried  on  solely  for  the 
benefit  of  the  pubho  treasury.  This 
bank  is  still  one  of  the  foremost  financial 
institutions  in  the  world.  For  two  hun- 
dred years  the  Bank  of  Venice  stood

.cliT*  wrrke  for  the  Master-  day*,  alas, 
when  golden  opporlunitles  slipped  hy  un- 
heeded and  the  dnty  lying  nearest  was  left 
nadone  or  slightingly  performed;  pleasant 
dars  of  social  enjoyment  and  kindly  Inter- 
change of  thought  and  feeling ;  days  not 
untouched  hy  sorrow  for  the  remembrance 
of  some  who  are  not,  for  God  has  taxrn 
them. 

Looking  to  dar  over  the  records  of  this 
society  tor  the  last  year,  we  find  sixty 
names  enrolled  npon  onr  list  of  member- 
ship.    Thirty  eight  of  these  have  been 
working  member*,  and  since  more  than 
one  of  the  twentytwo  nominal  paying 
membc*  have  contributed  their 
well  as  means,  in  aid  of  the  ei 
Dumber  of  actual  workers  has  been  larger 
than  might  seem  jndglng  simply  from  the 
figures-     The  gentlemen  or  the  society 
have  also,  as  usual,  nobly 
lief,  and  done  what  they  could  whenever 
their  assiaUoce  was  needed.   In  the  stores, 
by  the  repeated  loan  of  dishes,  and 
sale  of  article*  for  the  barrel  at  a  reduc- 
tion; in  the  carpenter**  shop  and  i 
blacksmith'*  forge,  hy  the  mannfacti 
articles  essential  to  our  comfort  and 
venience;  In  the  setting  np  and  taking 
down  of  tables;  and  in  other  ways  they 
hare  manifested  their  interest  *nd  helped 
forward  onr  work  just  as  truly  and  far 
more  acceptably,  than  if  they  bad  tried  to 
knot  comforters,  knit  socks 
tons.   We  would  also  gratefully  acknowl- 
edge our  indebtedness  to  all  not  connected 
with  our  sewing  circle,  who  have  in  any 
way  exerted  themselves  in  our 
contributed  to  our  success.  Especially 
would  we  remember  the  kindness  of 
expressman,  Mr.  Taj  lor,  In  hi*  transporta- 
tion of  freight  free  of  charge.    For  these 
repealed  favors,  we  would  extend  to  him 
our  sincere  thanks  and  best  wishes  for  hi 
continued  health  and  prosperity. 

We  have  held  during  the  year,  seventeen 
meetings,  usually  well  attended  and  not 
lacking  In  interest.  In  the  short  winter 
days  wo  met  In  the  morning  and 
able  to  accomplish  tar  more  than  we  conld 
otherwise  have  done.   Onr  first  work  after 
the  anniversary  was  quilting  for  ot 
onr  own  members,  and  the  making  of 
garments  for  ehildren  in  the  vicinity, 
also  voted  to  increase  our  supply  of  dishes 
and  thus  do  sway  with  the  necessity  of 
borrowing,  as  we  bad  so  often  been 
pelled  to  do.     We  therefore  expended 
about  seven  dollars  for  this  purpose,  and 
nearly  the  same  lime  voted  to  appropriate 
four  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  provisions 
for  ona  of  the  families  in  onr  corneal 
where  sickness  was  present. 

Our  next  work  was  the  knotting  of 
fortrrs  which  in  the  opinion  of  some  c 
number  were  far  more  useful  than  < 
mental.  At  length  they  were  finished  and 
one  of  them  found  Its  way  into  the  mis- 
sionary barrel-  The  other  still  awaits  dis- 
posal, and  will,  do  doubt,  repay  the  fortu- 
nate possessor  with  all  the  warmth 
which  it  I*  capable.    Until  onr 
straw  berry  and  Ice  cream  fe 
were  occupied  in  making  lire*  and  aproni 
that  we  offered  for  sale  on  the  day  of  a 
gathering  wbicn  we  held  on  lb*  2Clb 
Jane.
